OF REDUCING FIRES 


Fire prevention week was 


stressed again Wednesday after- 
noon in the schools of Rushville, 
with J. H. Nail of Portland, a 
representative from the state 
fire marshal's office, addressing 
the pupils in the various build- 
ings. 
* Mr. Nail, accompanied by Fire 
Chief Smith and school officials, 
visited each building during the 
afternoon where Mr. Nail spoke 
to the pupils, and hi an interest- 
ing talk stressed the importance 
of reducing fires. 


Mr. Nail especially laid em- 


phasis upon arson, declaring 
that today one can not get away 
with setting fire to property to 
collect insurance. The speaker 
used frequent examples in In- 
diana. 


He pictured a thickly built up 


highway extending from New 
York to Chicago, a distance of 
1,000 
miles. This long list, he 


stated, represents the fire loss 
in the United States each year. 
The loss from fires, he stated, 
in one year amounts to $500,000,- 
000. He appealed to the school 
children to be careful and help 
reduce this annual waste. * 


Mr. Nail also complimented 


the Rushville fire department 
for their record on file in the 
state office. He stated that so 
far this year the 
department 


had made 55 runs and the fire 
loss listed at $69,000.

As the man may not remove 


Ms veil, he merely lowers it be- 
low his nose. The man and the 
woman then rub noses as the 
woman kisses the man through 
his veil. 


The courts open after sundown 


and often last into the early 
morning.

LEGION OFFICIAL RISES OVER HANDICAP,, GOES TO .COLLEGE, 


SETS UP BUSINESS AND FIGHTS FDR EX-SERVICE MEN 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 7—Of all 


of the thousands of war vet- 
erans who are here now- for the 
national 
convention 
of the 


American Legion, there is no one 
who has made a more determin- 
ed, courageous fight for peace- 
time rehabilitation against long 
odds than Frank Schoble, Jr., 
national vice commander of the 
Legion. 


Schoble came back from the 


war blind—blind, and with a 
third of his face shot away. 


Clever surgeons, using plastic 


surgery, restored his face. They 
could not restore his sight, al- 
though for a long time he re- 
fused to admit defeat and in- 
sisted that he would eventually 
see, in spite of everything. 


But when it finally became 


evident that his sight was gone 
forever, Schoble did not despair. 


Completed His Education 
Instead, he calmly resumed 


the task of getting a college 
education where it had been in- 
terrupted before the war. He 
mastered the Braille system of 
raised printing for the blind so 
he could continue his studies 
unaided, and in 1924 he won a 
bachelor of arts degree from the 
University of Pennsylvania. 


Nor was he satisfied merely to 


get his degree. He studied so 
thoroughly that he won mem- 
bership in Phi Beta Kappa, the 
national 
honorary 
fraternity, 


membership in which is reserved 
for students of unusual bril- 
liance. In addition he won ex- 
tra-curricular honors at the 
university, winning a place on 
the debating team and being 
elected to Delta Sigma Rho, 
honorary debating fraternity. 


Worked for Blinded Vets 
Nor was this enough to oc- 


cupy his time. He served on a 
congressional committee that 
undertook to provide Braille 
books for blinded war veterans. 
He devoted nearly two years to 
the job of seeing to it that these 
sightless ex-soldiers were prop- 
erly cared for. And, last but 
not leasts he took an exceeding- 
•jgf a&pfcjtp^rt in American Le- 
g&HKapH*:, 'signing the applica- 
tion for the charter of Coates- 
Jordan Post No. 163, of Jenkin- 
town, Pa., and holding high of- 
five in the Legion ever since that 
post was organized. He has ad- 
dressed hundreds of meetings 
in the interest of the Legion, 
and has been elected president 
of the Eightieth Division Veter- 
ans' Association. 


All in all, Schoble has led a 


busy life . since the armistice, 
despite wounds that would have 
ben ample excuse for livng a 
life of ease. 


When the United States en- 


tered the war Schoble Was in 
business in Philadelphia. Dis- 
posing of this business at a sac- 
rifice, he enlisted in the fourth 
divisional training regiment on 
May 12, 1917, and on Aug. 15 
was commissioned a second 
lieutenant in the cavalry and 
assigned to duty at Camp Lee, 
Virginia. In December he was

It was on Oct. 5, 1918, that 


Schoble received' the injuries 
that cost him his sight. Lead- 
ing his platoon in a divisional 
attack on the Bois^d'Ogons, be- 
fore Nantillois, he was painfully 
wounded when a high explosive 
shell burst close to him, a frag- 
ment of the shell passing com- 
pletely through hjs head. Des- 
pite his injury, he maintained 
consciousness long enough to 
see to it that command of his 
platoon was properly passed to 
a sergeant; only when this had 
been done would he consent to 
be taken back for medical at- 
tention. 


Then came long and painful 


months in various military hos- 
pitals. His left eye had been 
torn out, and the doctors had 
had to reconstruct rriost of the 
left side of his face. Fora time 
it was .hoped that he could keep 
the use of his other eye, but the 


in 


optic nerve became infected an 
it finally went blind. 


In the spring of 1920 Schobl 


was finally discharged from th 
army, with the rank of flrs 
lieutenant, and released from 
the 
hospital. 
Instantly 
h 


plunged into his work for th 
blinded war veterans, and 
1922 he decided to return to th 
university to complete his edu 
cation. 


Many honors have been given 


Schoble for his war record. In 
-1921, when Marshal Foch visit* 
Philadelphia, the 'famous French 
soldier went out of his way t 
pay especial tribute to th 
blinded 
Pennsylvahian; 
an 


later General Pershing paid a 
similar tribute to him at a hi 
Legion (Conclave. 
Nearly Killed in Auto Acciden 


Incidentally, Schoble 
came 


back from the war only to run 
into another narrow escape from 
death in peace time. Severa 
years ago the automobile in 
which he was riding near Phil 
adelphia, driven by his brother 
was wrecked, and for severa 
days Schoble's recovery was be 
lieved doubtful. He fought hi 
way back to health, however 
and went on with his work. 


Today Schoble is head of an 


insurance business in Philadel- 
phia. He is honorary member 
No. 1 of the Penn Athletic Club 
and lives hi Wyncote, Pa. He is 
a member of the Presbyterian 
church.

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WHY ABE TAXES HIGH? 


The Democratic leaders are seeking to make 


great political capital out of the statement that 
the cost of state government in Indiana is high- 
er now than it was during Governor Ralston's 
administration. Such a charge might be serious 
is the answer was not" so perfectly obvious to any 
thinking person. 


First: the population of Indiana has increased 


13 percent and the population of the several 
state institutions has increased 32 percent -since 
Mr. Ralston was governor. Does anyone think 
for a minute that government can be adminis- 
tered to a 13 percent larger population and 32 
percent more inmates in state institutions taken 
care of during this period of high prices at .the 
same cost as in 1916? If so, let them try to feed 
a family of six now on the same allowance that 
was required for a family of four in 1916. 


Second: the scope-and function of government 


has been greatly increased since 1920 and this 
has not been brought about by any political 
party but is the result of public demand and had 
the support of a majority of the members of both 
parties. The most outstanding illustration of 
this is the State Highway Department which was 
not in existence in 1916 but which has during the 
past ten years built 3180 miles of paved road and 
developed and maintained a system of over 5000 
miles. 
This department is now spending as 


much in one year as the entire cost of state 
government in 1916. Would the Democratic 
statesmen reduce expenses by abolishing or cur- 
tailing the functions of this department? 


Many new departments of government 


been added since 1919'and figures compiled by L. 
S. Bowman of the State Tax Board show that in 
1929, sixty percent of the total expenditures for 
state government were for these departments

If the cost of state government is to become a 


dominant issue In this campaign let the Demo- 
cratic leaders specify which departments or 
which services they propose to abolish or in 
which divisions they propose to make wholesale 
reductions.

A driver who ,does not watch very 
carefully where he is going can be far more 
dangerous to others when he travels five miles an 
hour than a more considerate motorist is when 
driving at a 40-mile clip.

posedly sovereign republic In the 
world appear to be In quite as pe- 
culiar a position as the Cubans 
For years there have been reports

against President Gerardo Ma- 
chado. Many- Cubans obviously 
would like to have one. There are 
two ways to get rld'ot an admin- 
istration: by the ballot and by 
force. Machado controls the polls 
in Cuba arid has been able to ex- 
tend his dictatorship. That leaves 
revolution. But when they come 
to plot a revolt, the dissatisfied 
Cubans find themselves up against 
the United States, which has an 
unbroken •record of intervention 
or strong opposition to Cuban 
rebels.

President 
Roosevelt decided that we-should 
take charge of the government 
when President Palma resigned 
and it appeared that chaotic con- 
ditions threatened. A few thou- 
sand American troops were dis- 
armed. Elections were held in 
1908 under our supervision and 
rose Miguel Gomez was elected 
president.

Jhpuses1 there is usually less dif- 
ference between the back yard 
and the front yard than there is 
in city houses where no one can 


"^ 
see the back yard from the street 
and where often the only win- 
dows that look out on the back 
yard are the kitchen windows 
and the back bedroom windows. 


Having an untidy back yard is 


merely a matter of habitv It is a 
toabit, very often, that shows a 
lack of decision on the part of 
the housewife. 


She finds things in the house 


or cellar that she does not know 
•what to do with—old bottles, 
Jars or cans—and she has them 
put in the back yard awaiting 
disposal. A bit of old carpet or 
rug is left hanging on a piece of 
clothes line because the house- 
wife does not know whether to 
throw it away or save it. And it 
stays there until a rain or so 
tiave rendered it good for noth- 
ing. 


It is almost more important to 


ihave a cement or flag walk at 
your back porch than at the 
front. Don't be content with 
cinders, which never look neat, 
or a gravel walk which needs 
constant raking to keep in good 
condition. 


One thing that makes for tidi- 


ness in the back yard is to have 
some good place to keep garbage 
and other refuse containers out 
of sight and out of reach of cats 
and dogs.

NAZARETH — SEA OF GALL1LEE — BANIAS 


To the Editor: — 
, 
, 


The trip to Nazreth was partly over the route we had traveled 


from Mt. Carmel to Jerusalem. Hill countries, however, look so 
different in reverse that we enjoyed every moment of it. Our first 
stop was at Jacob's well, where Jesus had the cpnversation with 
the woman of Samaria concerning the Water of Life. Instead of 
leaving the well as it was originally, misguided religious sentiment 
has built a chapel over it, and suspended lamps that constantly 
drip then- grease into the well. 


We paused for a while in Nablus (ancient Shechem), and on 


the hill beyond that contains the ruins of ancient Samaria. 


Nazareth-has still (deservedly, too) the name of a mean city. 


One can understand why the public wondered whether any good 
thing could come.out of Nazareth. The afternoon was spent to 
visiting the traditional places associated with Christ's home life. 
There are. two churches called "Churches of -the Annunciation," 
maintained by different religious bodies. There is no intimation 
in the scripture that Mary and Joseph lived in a cave, yet the 
traditional sites of then- home are caves. The exact spot where 
Mary was sitting is shown, together with the exact location of 
the angel. We have been crawling into so many caves by light of 
candles that our clothes are spotted with candle grease. 


The only authentic antiquities about Nazareth are the hills 


and springs from which the population still secure its water sup- 
ply. We may be sure that the boy Jesus must have come to this 
spring frequently. The orthodox church, however, has capped the 
spring and piped the water outside for the town folk. 


Later we climbed the hills back of Nazareth where Jesus must 


have come often. The view from the summit is one never to be 
forgotten. Mount Carmel and the Mediterranean on the west; 
stately Hermon to the north,; Little Hermon, Mount Tabor, the 
Mount of Precipitation and Megiddo on the south. Here we could 
be sure that we were in touch with the Christ. From this hill 
He had doubtlessly witnessed the tragedies that befell Sepphoris 
just beyond the hill. Here He had seen rulers and princes pass on 
their way to the mineral baths at Tiberias, and over these hills

He had gone to Capernaum to begin His ministry. 


After a night's rest in Nazareth we continued our journey to 


Tiberias and Capernaum; then up into Syria to Banias at the 
foot of Hermon. Here is the principal source of the Jordan. 
Banias^ was called Caesarea Philippi in New Testament days. To 
this region and perhaps to this very spot Jesus brought His 
disciples. Here He drew frbni them the great confession that He 
is the Christ, the Son of God.. 


From a time unknown this spot was held sacred. It was the 


center of at least one of the centers of the worship of nature, rep- 
resented by the god Pan. The original name was Panias (Panium). 
When the site became also one of the centers of Emperor worship 
the name was changed to Caesarea Philippi. The original name 
survives today in the word Banias. At one time there was an 
elaborate temple on this spot. 
Columns and engraved stones are 


strewn about the springs. Well preserved niches for votive offer- 
togs stUl exist to the mountainside. Jesus came here with His 
disciples for seclusion and to escape the wrath of provincial re-" 
ligionists. There was doubtlessly a more important reason for this 
long journey from Galilee. Had He been seeking seclusion alone, 
He would not have been compelled to come so far. Here to the 
presence of nature and emperor worship, Christ declared the per- 
manence of the church, built upon the rock, "Thou are the Christ, 
the Son of the Living God." The temple < to house the spirit of, 
Augustus, the emperor, is gone. The god Pan is no longer wor-

This quieted him for the remainder of the evening, giv- 
ing us time to think of the Man of Galilee, whose teaching, if fol- 
lowed, would make racial and national hatred impossible. 


After dinner we had a delightful ride on the lake., The moon 


was almost full The light was sufficient to cast a shining path of 
light across the lake, and to make all the hills surrounding the 
lake very distinct. Tiberias is the only city along the lake that has 
survived the destruction of time and wars. The cities upon which 
Jesus hurled the woes.— Chorazin, Bethsaida and Capernaum — 
are now to ruins; fa-fact it is not certain just where two of them 
were located. The town of Magdala. from which Mary Magdalene
